The 
latter member made his first appear, 
ance as member,, having been rec 
ently elected for the No. 6 division. 

After the meeting had been called 
to order the election of a chairman 
came up, and Mr. McIntyre was 
again elected to the position. 

The question of a secretary-treas- 
urer didn't take long to settle, all 
the members present being in favor 
of the re-election of Mr. A. J. Flood 
many of th£m voicing their appre¬ 
ciation of the way in which Mr. 
Flood had looked after the business 
of the council. It was therefore 
moved by Mr. Larsen and seconded 
by Mr. Ecker that Mr. Flood be 
again re-elected as secretary-treas¬ 
urer at the same salary as that of 
last year, and that the district pays 
the bond. Carried. There was 
only one bill for consideration, and 
this was an account to the amount 
of $35.20 from Mr. Lyons for in¬ 
spection. It appears that this 
bill was for work done in the year 
of the previqus council, and should 
have been submitted to them before 
tbe-7th of November, in order that 
it could be paid in the life of the 
old council. Some little discussion 
circled round the point, aud it was 
shown by Mr. Lyons,' who was 
present, that be was unable to pres¬ 
ent it at the last council medtihgr 
being engaged in threshing at the 
time, and the chairman said that 
he knew the work had been done,

decide to pay it, suggesting that it 
be paid and allowed on the coming 
year’s work. However, as the 
matter of the bill has relation to the 
divisions represented by Messrs. 
Larsen and Hatch, it was decided 
that they should deal with the mat¬ 
ter between them. 

The rate of taxation was fixed at 
the same as that of last year, name¬ 
ly 5c. per acre^ and then there was 
a discussion as to the amount to be 
allowed for work in exchange for 
taxes. Eventually, Councillor 
Ecker moved thac the rate be $8 
for a two team outfit, and $6 for a 
single team outfit, which was car¬ 
ried. On a motion from Larsen, 
which was seconded by Fair, the 
returning officers fees of $12 each 
were allowed. 

The attention of the councillors 
: was called to the fact that the coun¬ 
cil ought to have a discussion on 
the question of being able to^phy 
for work when applicants offered 
to do the work. The councillors 
find that the money with which to 
pay them is hard to get and the 
men cannot always be employed 
with the result that some of the 
ratepayers think that there is a 
certain amount of discrimination 
used. The chairman pointed out 
that there has been a discussion on 
that subject at the previous meet¬ 
ing. Something lilpe $2,700 had 
been collected since last meeting. 

On a motion from Ecker, which 
was seconded by Fair, it was decid¬ 
ed that all arrears of taxes should 
be paid in cash, current taxes only 
being allowable to be worked out. 

At this juncture the council had 
an interview with Mr: P. W. L. 
Clark, their solicitor in regard to 
the moneys collectable from the 
C.P.R. After the interview with 
Mr. Clark, it was moved by Mr. 
Hatch, and seconded by Mr. Fair 
that the council proceed with their 
intentions in regard to the collec¬ 
tions from the C.P.R.

rpHE recently issued report of the 

* Raiiurnva hruimh rtf than Hu 


phones has some iuterestiug iu 
formation iu regard to th^ railway 
construction iu Alberta, and Caoa 
dV during the past year. 

The railway construction 
throughout the Dominion for the 
year amounted to 15t)3 milea, 
briugiug the total mileage up to 
16355 miles, as agaiust 14772 miles 
for the previous year. Of this 
construction, the Province of At 
berta was iu receipt of 592 miles, 
which is praotically forty per oeut 

The Province of Alberta, uot 
withstanding the general closeness 
of huaooial Dominions during the 
past year, made good headway iu 
the matter of her railways. At 
the olose of the year 1912 she bad 
31)55 miles of railway aud at the 
oloae of 1913 she had iuoreas.d 
this to 3647 miles. 

Of the increase it is interesting 
to note how the various companies 
have contributed. The Oauadiau 
Pacific Railway ooustruoted 15b 
utiles, the CNR 259 miles, the 
G T P69 miles,and the GD&BC 
106 miles.

Of the other Provinces of the 
Dominion, all show increased mi¬ 
leage with tbe exception of Ontario, 
whioh had no ooustrnotion at all, 
the figures being 862 miles, the 
same as iu the previous year. 
Manitoba's increase in 1913 was 
174 miles, making her railway 
trackage 4034 miles. Saskalche 
wan. constructed 696bailee, making 
the total lo the end of the year 
5788 miles, and British Columbia 
has added 121 miles, making the 
total mileage of the province 2024 
miles. 

Tbe report from whioh these 
fignrea are taken also gives au in¬ 
teresting table of figures dealing 
with mileage from the year 19<>5 
down to tbe present time. Iu 
1915 Canada possessed 1060 miles, 
all of whioh belonged to the C P. 
R. The following year the C. N. 
R. jumped in with 178 miles aud 
the C. P. R. increase was one mile 
Two years afterwards the G T P 
came, laying 40 miles, and from 
then the construction of railways 
continued in a healthy fashioD, 
and to-day there are four railways, 
the C P R. the C N R, the G T P, 
and the E D & B C, and the in¬ 
creased mileage of the of them 
daring the past year has been 
3647 miles.

I A During the holding of the East¬ 
ern Ontario livestock show at 
Howick pavi ion, Ottawa, last 
week, an exp osion of the heating 
pant occnrel, killing three per¬ 
sons, seriously injuring six others, 
and doing damage to property and 
livestock to the amount of about 
* 100000 . 

The Howick pavilion proper is a 
steel and cement construction, 
with au addition of one hundred 
and fifty feet square at one end, 
partly of wood, and it was in this 
part that the explosion occurred. 
When the explosion happened, 
flames burst out, and threatened 
to consume the whole structure, 
but they were got in hand and 
subdued 

The force of the explosion was 
of so powerful a nature that two 
horses belonging to a Mr Pepper 
were blown through the roof, 
whileathrd was blown into the 
centre of the main bui ding. 

The pigs and sheep were housed 
in the basem nt and boiler room, 
and many were crushed and suf¬ 
focated to death. The roar of the 
exp osion was heard all over the 
city and the wnd>ws in the neigh¬ 
bouring houses were shattered to 
bits The scene around the 
grounds represented a huge farm 
yard cattle, horses, and live stock 
being loose and roaming about 

The force of the exp osion may 
be gauged by the fact that one 
horse, which was stationed im 
mediately .over the boi er, was 
blown fully one hundred feet in 
the air, passing over the entire 
area of the building from north to 
south, and falling on the roof at 
the south corner. 

The explosion occurred in the 
forenoon, before the crowd had 
gathered, othe w se the loss of

Smoe Saturday morning it was re¬ 
alized by his attending physicians 
that he was sinking beyoud recov¬ 
ery, although every effort knowu 
to medical science was used to pro¬ 
long the aged statesman's life. 

An attack of catarrh, whiob 
would have been a comparatively 
trifling matter for a man in tile 
prime of life, was too severe a‘ 
strain for one who had passed the 
four score and ten mark well over 
three years ago. The malady 
completely prostrated him, eventu¬ 
ally iuduciug heart weakness, so 
that the aged.patient sank into a 
state of coma, the end coming 
peacefully at au early hour this 
morning.

1913, together with the steady na¬ 
ture of the three or four preoeed- 
ing years, it is assumed that the 
trade of Britain for 1914 will be as 
good as it’s predecessors. 

The shipping industry is the 
most valuable indication as to the 
well being or otherwise of the 
trade of the country, and it is said 
that, should no strikes interfere, 
the shipping trade for 1914 will 
bu better than was the case during 
1913. There is a general refusal 
of owuers to abate freight rates, 
and contracts for 5 and 10 year 
periods are being renewed ami 
opened up at the 1913 figures. 

The American Tariff reductions 
are giving an impetus to the Bri¬ 
tish wool aud tin plate industries 
Prior to the passing of the Tariff 
bill these industries were slow, but 
to-day reports are to the effect that 
these concerns are working full 
pressure in order to accomodate 
the American market. 

Cotton mills are increasing their 
pressure of business, collieries are 
busy, and one of tbe biggest con¬ 
cerns which manufacture corrnga 
ted iron find it almost impossible 
to oope with the orders which are 
coming in, not only from the home 
and continental markets, but also 
from the Colonies and the far east. 
In every department there is a 
promising outlook, and it is confi¬ 
dently anticipated that the year 
1914 will meau larger business all 
rorind for British trade. 


Wbat farmers of Alberta de¬ 
maud more than anything else is 
free oats. Ttiis is the best oat 
coHutry iu America, and the farm¬ 
ers should have the advantage of 
the U. 8. market for their enor¬ 
mous crops. Free oats would 
prove more advantageous than free 
wheat, and tbe goverumont should 
endeavour to please this market at 
their disposal 


Aocordiog to the Calgary News- 
Telegram. the English Press coo- 
tinrns to take the gloomiest views 
of the possibilites of the South 
African situation, though gen¬ 
erally anticipating that the drastic 
measures of the UDioo government 
will eventually prove successful. 
The railway retrenchment policy 
of the government is generally 
oriticizod by tbe Liberal leader 
writers, while tbe Unionist press 
almost unanimously applauds tbe 
firm refusal to allow the workers 
union to dictate tbe actions of the 
state. The Daily ' Citizen, the 
labour orgf»u strongly expresses the 
indignation of labour at the high 
handed methods of the South 
Afrioan government, and implica¬ 
tes Lord Gladstone, the governor 
general, saying, ‘‘The demand for 
tbe recall of Lord Gladstone, wide 
ly made at tbe time of the miner’s 
strike, may be supplemented on 
tbisoccasiou by his impeachment”. 


On the first of March will com¬ 
mence the new policy of the C. P. 
R. to secure settlers for Southern 
Alberta, and especially for their 
ready-made farms, which are dis¬ 
tributed in different parts of the 
province. On that day a special 
train will leave Denver, Colorado, 
for the sole benefit of bringing the 
settlers to this country. 

The train has been arranged with 
a view to providing every conven¬ 
ience for the passengers, and at the 
same time bringing them with all 
possible speed to their destination. 
In addition to the cars of stock and. 
effects, which the farmers are 
bringing with them, there will be 
•tourist sleepers and a dining car on 
the train. The trip of the first 
train will be via Minneapolis and' 
they will arrive at Bassano. 

Similar trains will be run from 
various parts of the States where a 
sufficient number of settlers can be 
gathered to make up a train. The 
only requirement is that settlers 
must be bona-fide farmers, no dis¬ 
tinction being made tietween the 
purchasers of C.P.R. land and 
those settling on land secured from , 
other sources.
